The ‘Special Crime Section"-— 
the official name of the anti- 
corruption branch—is under the 
direct eupervision of the Senior 
Assistant Gommissioner of 
Police, Mr J, J. Raj, who ts 
chief of the CID in ,the 
Federation. 

The Malacca’ branch covers 
the states of NegrlL Sembilan, 
Malacca and = Johore. The 
central branch in Kuala Lumpur 
is responsible for Selangor, 
Pohang and Kelantan, while the 
north branch In Penong looks 
after the states of Penang, 
Kedah, Perak and Perlis. 

JSub-offices are also located in 
each state to detect, prevent 
and report graft. 


GRAFT PREVENTION
